Defects of personality, in children 
and in adults should receive

same consideration as physical ail- 
ments, Dr. Smiley Blanton, declared 
in an address before the Wisconsin 
federation of Women's clubs meet- 
ing today. 


"1 would emphasize." Dr. Blanton 


said, "that the child who is morose, 
indolent, unduly egocentric, moody, 
unsocial, anxious, over-anxious, stub- 
born, abnormally timid, bumptious, 
quarrelsome, who has temper spells 
when he is thwarted in ar.y way, 
who stutters, -who hns""baby talk, 
beyond the usual period, who 
is 
finicky about his food, unable 
to 


make friends,—such a child is suf- 
fering from defects of the person- 
ality. 


"These defects of the perspnality 


should engage 
attention just 
as 


much as though the child 
were 


suffering from adenoids, tonsils, de- 
fective sight, or club foot. The child 
with such a defective personality 
has been poorly trained, has not 
been _ able to adjust his primitive 
emotions and instincts, to the needs 
of society. In each 
case a thor- 


ough personality study should ba 
made of the child and as definite 
treatment prescribed as if he were 
suffering from a physical illness.. 


"It has been my experience -that 


teachers trained to understand emo- 
tional difficulties that lie back of 
speech defects can do a great work 
in the schools. The state of Wis- 
consin has done more for mental 
hygiene and nervous children than 
any other state in the union, so 
far as I know.
